Ilcmp is coming up well. 

Oats, rye, clover aad 
more promising. 

Gardens and potato crops are late, 
but are now doing much better. 

Early sown oats are generally im 
proved and in promising condition 
tluoai^ioat the oeneral valleys and 
Middle AUantle Statea, bat ht the 
Sooth Atlantie and eaat Onlf States, 
where oata are now beading, the out- 
look ia very poor. 

In onlT two yean in the history of 
the United States has as much as 10 
per cent, of tbe com crop been export- 
ed; out of the crop of 18»7, 11.14 per 
cent, was shipped abroad, and out of 
the 1809 crop 10.30 per cent. 

Wheat crop is looking well, Some 
fields are thin «n the ground, but has 
a good stalk and has bunched out well 
We are looking for a good harvest this 
year. Wheat is stlli 81 and it is 
thought that tbe new wheat will be 
a good price. There will bea laive 
com crop planted, more than has hem 
planted for several years. 

The reports respecting fruit are 
soBBawhatnMrronooarafhig^and in- 
dicate that In many seetiona injury 
from frost has been less serious than 
was anticipated. Peaches have, how- 
ever, been extensively killed in the 
Ohio Valley and Middle Atlantic 
States. In the eastern Gulf States 
the outlook for peaches is very prom- 
ising, especially in Georgia. 

The weather has been too cool for 
growing crops and the past week has 
shown little progress in Kentucky. 
Tbe dry spell has enabled corn plant- 
ing to be eompleted eneept In overflow 
lands, and with waraa ahoweia and 
sunshine thia crop woaM grow rapid- 
ly. Cut worms floarish hi cool weatb. 
er and complaint is general rrom this 
pest. Wheat is showing improvement 
and bids fair in some sections to make 
an average crop. Tobacco plants are 
backward and in demand, as the far- 
mers are stimulated by higher prices 
to put out more than tbe average 
CTQplf piantacanbehad. Some fields 
have been aet hi the lower part of tbe 
States PMwheaaBiappiaa aiaahort;
